The 37-14 win over the Gryphons in Guelph, Ont. last Saturday goes along way toward help- 
ing the Concordia football team secure the fourth and final playoff spot in the Ontario-Quebec 
Interuniversity Football Conference. 

With a 1-5 win-loss record, the Stingers are in control of their own destiny. They are tied with 
the Queen’s Golden Gaels and Bishop’s Gaiters. All three teams sport 1-5 records, but only one 
team will advance to the playoffs. 

“| feel real good about our chances,” said veteran defensive halfback Loan Duong. “Last 
week's win was big for us. We really jelled and we won.”
